Chief Salmon’s Piecuro-Pneumonia 
Report—Prof. Dodge’s Views. 

Wasutnorton, D, C., Oct. 21,—[Special.}— 
Prof. Salmon, Chief of the new Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, is preparing his first report. He 
says the new bureau can never hope to be 

tly successful until Congress sbali 
divest. itself of the old State-rights theory so 
far as to‘give the bureau adequate powers to 
eradicate contagious diseases among animals. 
‘The existing law gives the bureau no authority 
whatever upon that subject, all the provisions 
of that character having been eliminated from 
it as a necessary condition of securing the pas- 
sage of the law. Prof. Salmon says that the 
bureau bas found, unfortunately, that con- 
pleuro-pne ia exists and is being 
rapidly spread through the fine herds of the 
West, where it had been supposed that it did 
not exist at all, but that the bureau is power- 
less to check it. Its only function is to investi- 
gate and report. 

The bureau has discovered, after the closest 
examination, that the laws of the different 
States are not adequate to cope with this dis- 
ease, as has been claimed by the State-rights 
theorists. There are a dozen herds infected 
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One is in Kentucky, two in Ohio, and the rest 
in Illinois. They are the result of the transfer 
of off infected herd from Maryland to those 
States. Prof. Salmon does not think that there 
is any bope of eradicating the disease except 
by the codperation of Congress. It will be no- 
ticed that Prof. Salmon taxes a less cheerful 
view of this matter than Prof. Dodge. 

Prof. Dodge, Statiatician of the Department 
of Agricuiture, bas just returned from Ohio, 
where be has tailed with farmers and cattie- 
breeders upon the subject of pleuro-pneumon ia 
Mr. Dodge says that be found the * Pleuro- 
pneumonia” bill approved by every one, and 
be is of the opinion that the friends of the 
measure will have less difficuity pext winter in 
securing such appropriations as they may re- 
quire to further carry gut the invent of the 
law. “Mr. Dodge says there is no pleuro- 
pneumonia in Ohio and that the affected 
herds :further west are all composed of 
thoroughbred Jerseys, many of the animals 
having been imported and of great value. He 
thinks that the disease was carried west 
through Canada in several instances, and that 
there was not a single authenticated case west 
of the Alleghanies previous to Jan. 1 iast. 
Bventually, Mr. Dodge believes that it will be 
effectually stamped out, and that the opposi- 
tion to the law which cropped out in the Soutn- 
west to some extent Jast winter has departed. 
Now, he believes, thé ranchmen and herders 
are more in favor of the bili than ever. 

A Falling Off In the Gold Coinage— 
An Increase in Sliver. 

WasninoeTos, D. C, Oct. 21.—(Special.|— 
The report of tne Director of the Mint will be 
submitte d to the Secretary of the Treasury the 
last of the week. The report will show a fall- 
ing off in the gold coinage of the United States 
for the year of ut $1,000,000 and an increase 
in the silver coinage of about $27,000,000. The 
Director of the Mint will probably not make 
any recommendation to Congress regarding the 
ltmitation of silver coinage or the repeal of the 
Bland law.

The Democratic majority in Kentucky is 
so large that a few thousand voters oan be 
spared from there, and in some cases the fraud 
is sO compiete that they are made to do service 
in both States. The repeating is mostly done 
in the southern counties. The Democratic 
plan is to dmen into Indiana from Ken- 
tucky the night before the election. They are 
furnished with dinner-pails and in every way 
made to look like workingmen. They vote 
early in the morning, as many times as possi- 
ble, and sometimes return to their own State 
before the polls close. In years heretofore 
these frauds have been made possible, as there 
is no registration law in the Staté, but at the 
coming election every precaution will be taken 
by the Republicans to have a fair vote.

A PANIC IN OIF, 


Excitement at the Pittsburg Exchange 
Failure of Several Operators. 

PrirrsBuURG, Pa., Oct. 21.—([Special.|—The oil 

market was still panicky and uncertain today. 


» ‘The bulls, though still stubbornly hoiding the 


market, lacked the confidence which they 
usually display when masters of the situation; 
and the bears, cowed and apprehensive as they 
were, growled menacingly and showed their 
teeth as the oily tide rose and fell in response 
to the agitating current which conflicting 
forces had set in miotion. There was but httie 
trading except between the hours of 10 and 11 
o'clock, wben brisk buying forced the price up 
to 71% cents. The opening price had been 69% 
cents, and the bulis gained inch by inch on the 
sullenly retreating bears. 

At 1l o’clock there was a4 sensation on the 
fioor. Cupt., J. K. Barbour, Secretary of the 
exchange, announced his inability to meet his 
contracts. ‘The failure is not supposed to be 
nearly so heavy as those of yesterday, but was 
éo unexpected that a temporary panic was the 
result. Barbour’s fall and suspension from 
the exchange were followed in rapid succession 
by those of v. J, McLaughiin, R. B. Gowers, W. 
F. Dunean, and A. A. Adams, all rampant 
bears. For a tine there was chaos about the 
ring, but a stubborn feeling on both sides of 
the market prevented a disastrous break. The 
friends of the suspended brokers are confident 
that they will be able to resume business with- 
in a few days. 

The news from the field favorsa decline, 
which is only prevented by the tenacity with 
which the bulls hold to their present advan- 
tage.

BOWMAN’S FAILURE. 
THE BANK OF CALIFORNIA'S LOSSES. 

San Francisco, Cal., Oot. 21.—Thomas 
brown, cashier of the Bank of California, said 
today that the statements telegraphed East 
that the Bank of California is seriously in- 
volved in the failure of Arthur W. Bowman, 
capitalist and State Agent, were untrue. 
“Our wuneovered advances,” eald Mr. 
Brown, “will not probably exceed the 
figures telegraphed last night. Under any 
circumstances they cannot ‘exceed 
$30,000."" Bowman's failure is one of the most 
extraordinary incidents that ever ocourred on 
this coast. He was the confidential agent of 
persons whose wealth aggregated fully $15,- 
000,000. He transacted ali their business in 
his own name.

He has unincumbered property 
standing in his own name worth $250,000, and 
the day before he assigned could have cashed 
his own signature at any bank in the city for 
$50,000. Why he failed on the presentation of 
drafts amountmg to only $32,000 is what his 
most intimate friends are unable to compre- 
bend. The assighee has just issued a state- 
ment that the liabilities are about $721,000.

‘ TROUBLES AT THE COLORADO COAL & IRON 
COMPANY'S PROPERTY. 

Devver, Colo., Oct. 21.—[Special.}—The dis- 
content which bas existed for some time at the 
Colorado Coal & Iron Company's coal-mines at 
Walsenburg, Huerfano County, has finally cul- 
minated in a strike. There were indications of 
it yesterday, and some 6f the company’s offi- 
cers Visited the mines for the purpose of avert- 
ing it if possible. Today the officers of 
the company met the miners in masé- 
meeting, and addresses were made by 
both sides, which failed: to produce an 
amicable settlement, and the miners 
upanimously adopted a resolution for the sus- 
pension of all work until their alleged wrongs 
are righted.

These figures were obtained by calculating the 
increased expenses upon the basis of the ex- 
penses of other clubs, such as the Chicago 
Club. He expected the membership, which is 
now 550, would increase tapidly, as the club 
would have the advantage in point of location 
of ail others now in existence. 

Subscriptions for additional stock were taken 
up in thw club and $16,000 raised during the 
evening. 

The plans as adopted embody the sugges- 
tions of a large number of the members added 
to the original plan of the architect, which are

Heavy Lumber and Coal Conflagration 
at Pawtucket, R. I. 

Provipverce, R. I., Oct. 21.—This afternoon 
afire was discovered ip the planing-mill in 
the lumber and coal yard of J. F. Cottrell at 
Pawtucket. The yard was full of wooden 
bufidings, coal-sheds, and piles of dry lumber. 
Aid was asked for and sent from this city and 
Central Fails. The air was filled with glowing 
cinders which the stiff’ breeze carried ail over 
the town. Many bulidings were on fire before 
the alarm finished sounding. The buildings of 
the Pawtucket Coal Company in the yard ad- 
joining Cottreli’s also took fire, endangering 
many other buildings.

railroad privileges in the District of Columbia."’
